To Explain a Clauſe in a late Proclamation | for Encouraging Seamen and Mariners to Enter 
themſelves on Their Majeſties Service | Dated the One and twentieth Day of December, 16 91.

Eee DIreas in Dur ſaid Nopal Pzoclamation there is this following Clauſe [And 
Bea DSI We do hereby further Declare, That no ſuch able Seamen that ſhall ſo voluntarily En- 

F SZ EA, cr themſclves within the time before mentioned on Board any of Our Ships of the 
3 Wy Firlt and Second Rates, ſhall be turned over to other Ships |] which Clauſe as if 
map be underſtood, may pꝛobe pꝛejudicial to Pur Service, and not accozding 
, to Dur Nopal Intentions, foz by the purpozt thereof, ſuch able Seamen 
as did Enter themlelves on Board of any of Our Firſt and Second Rate 


Ships as aboveſlaid, may claim of right to be Cleared and Paid off, in caſe 
vy Accident oz Streſs of Weather ſuch Ship at her firſt going out lhoutd 
, happen to be diſabled from the Summers rice, oz elſe ſuch Seamen 
ſo Entring themlelves will Have Pay foz no Service, it they may not ve 

turned over to other Ships, during the time the Ship on which they are 
Entred is Refitting. Uherefoze to avoid ſuch Inconveniencies, and that 
ſuch able Scamen who Entred themſelves, as afozcſaid, may have the benefit of Our Royal Inten⸗ 
tions and Encouragement to them; We do hereby, by the Advice of Dur Pzivy Council, Explain the 
laid Clauſe, and Declare by this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation, That when any of Our Ships of the Firſt 
02 Scrond Rates {hall be ſent in to be Refitted oz Repaired, and not laid up, the Men belonging to fuch 
Ship oꝛ Ships, though Uoluntiers, and Entred as afozeſaid, may be turned over to any other Ship 02 
Ships in Dur Royal Navy, by Directions from the Commiſſioners foz Erecuting the Office of Zozd 
High Admiral of England, accozding 4s our Service ſhall require, during ſuch time only as ſuch Sh p oz 
Ships fo ſent in, as afozcſaid, ſhall be Repairing oz kept in Pay : And We do further Declare, That 
when ſuch Ship oz Ships ſhall be Repaired, and ſcnt out to Service again, the ſame Men, being Uo- 
luntiers, and turned over as afozcſaid, ſhall be again returned to their Ship oz Ships on which they 
Entred themſelves UNuntiers, unleſs they deſire to continue in the Ships to which they (hail be turn- 
ed over, that when ſuch Ship oz Ships (hall be laid up, and put ont of Pay, ſuch Uoluntiers may 
be Paid off, and Clearcd; In Oꝛder to which, We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command Our 
Commiſſioners foz Erecuting the Ofice of Lozd High Admiral of Eogland, not to turn over ſuch Uo- 
luntiers into any Ship oz Ships, that ſhall be Employed in any Foreign Uyages, but into ſuch Ship 
o2 Ships that ſhall be Employed in Dur Main Fleet, oz Chanel-Service only. |
